ation, and putting an emphasis upon the “one­ 
ness' of people. Religious, intellectual and lib­ 
eral groups can now pass their resolutions, al­ 
truistic and idealistic, but it does not change 
the prejudices and customs that have been pro­ 
duced by the failure of these groups to have 
maintained these ideas most steadfastly in the 
hearts of men during the past 150 years, par­ 
ticularly. 
We need now all the patience, the education 
and the finest type of religious teaching that 
we possibly can get. 
And if we are forced, as 
we undoubtedly are, to “go it alone” as a na­ 
tion, we must do so only with the thought that 
necessity compels it. and that finally there must 
be found a better and more complete way.
